| SPREADS TERROR 

+ WHILE HE FLEES 

Convict Harry Tracy Proves 
Too Much for Officers 


Ze Enters Houses and Secures Ev- 
erything He Needs by Threaten- 
ing To Murder the In- 
mates—Forces Man To 
Borrow Money. 


Kent, Wash., July 10.—Harry Tracey, 
the Oregon convict, has not yet been 
captured. He was at the home of E. M. 
Johnson, 2 miles southeast of this place, 
Wednesday night. When he left the 
house he was armed with a new revolver 
and his rifle and had a plentiful supply 
of both ammunition and provisions. 

Tracey sent Johnson to Tacoma to 
purchase the revolver and ammunttion. 
He threatened to exterminate Johnson's 
family on the least sign of treachery. 

The convict seemed fagged out and 
talked very little about himself or his 
plans. While at the house he spent 
nearly all the time watching for his pur- 
Buers, He left the house after dark, tak- 
ing Johnson’s horse, headed either for 
Seattle or the Palmer cut-off. Not only 
did Tracey force Johnson to buy the re- 
volver, but he made him borrow the nec- 
essary money in Kent. Johnson went to 
Tacoma and secured the weapon without 
sounding any kind of warning to the au- 
thorities. He was badly frightened. 

Upon the return of Johnson from Ta- 
coma Tracey ordered Mrs. Johnson to 
cook him enough provisions to last a 
week. She boiled two dozen eggs, fried 
bacon and gave him a large supply of 
Sugar and flour. 


RETURN POSTAL CARD SYSTEM 


Two Different Systems Will Be Fa- 
vored by Commission. 
Washington, July 10.—The commission 
consisting of the four assistant post- 
masters general appointed by Postmaster 
General Payne to consider the question 
of the establishment of a return postal 
card system with postage to be paid 
upon the return of the card has con- 
cluded its labors and will soon unite on a 

report favorable to the plan. 

The commission will recommend that 
two different systems be tried, one re- 
Quiring that all the return postal card 
business%of each city shall 
through ration and the other pro- 
viding for “direct dealing between the 
overnment and the firms sending out 
he cards. The commission suggests that 
each of the plans be tried in six cities 
in order that there may be a thorough 
test. Business houses which do large 
advertising and order businesses are urg- 
ing the experiment. 
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MIRACULOUS STORIES _ 
TOLD BY SURVIVORS 


OHNSTOWN, PA., July 10—The stories 
Jee tre men who escaped are miracul- 

ous. Tom Foster, an assistant fore 
man in the Klondike mines, was among 
the first to emerge from the Mill creek 
shaft. Shortly after Powell Griffith, a fire 
boss, came up. Foster was in his office 
when the explosion occurred. His first 
thought was for the safety of the men 
under his charge. With the help of Fore- 
man Roberts an effort was made. to re- 
place a few of the shattered doors. All 
the while the fire damp was closing 
around them. They did not falter for an 
instant, but straight into midst of danger 
they went. They thought “save the men’”’ 
was paramount. Through galleries into 
headings, warning and helping, the two 
men went. Roberts fell, but Foster stag- 
gered on, whither he~.hardly -knew. In 
the midst of the danger he met Powell 
Griffith, a fire boss. He had faced what 
seemed certain death in an effort to save 
his men. . 

Forward they went, dragging a com- 
rade into a possible place of safety here, 
giving a word of warning there until] 
human endyrance could stand the strain 
no longer. Exhausted they staggered into 
a heading, where the fire damp had not 
entered. There they rested for'a mo-

John Whitney, who wag beyond the dip 
when the explosion took place, said: 

“I was at the heading one half mile 
from the explosion. Several] dozen were 
overcome by the damp or gas and I had 
al) I could do to escape. After the ex- 
plosion we went back to rescue the less 
fortunate and nearly lost our lives. We 
got one man and saved hig life. I did 
not see my father, who was struggling to 
get out. I don’t think many outside of 
the drivers escaped.”’ 

William Malcolm was in the upper part 
of the mine when the explosion came. 

‘The first I knew of the trouble,’’ he 
said, “was when men came running 
from what is known ag the dip, or lower 
section. They came running without 
hats, coats and some without clothes and 
in a terrible state of excitement. As near 
as. I can remember not more than ten 
came that way, and they escaped, leaving 
at least 200 in the dip.’’

Causes Most -Appalling 
Catastrophe, 


BURIED IN THE MINE, 
GASPING FOR BREATH 
THEY OIE MISERABLY

Death Roll May Reach 450 Men, 
Though It Is Hoped That Not 
Over 200 Have Perished. 
Shrieking Relatives 
at the Mouth of 
the Mine. 


Johnstown, Pa., July 10.—Johnstown 
has again been visited by an- appalling 
disaster. 

It is only less frightful than the aw- 
ful calamity of May 31,.1889, in cost of life, 
but in its terrible consequences it has 
brought the shadow of sorrow into hun- 
dreds of homes *made desolate by a 
mine explosion which took place in the 
Cambria Steel Company’s rolling mill 
mine under Westmont Hill at 12:20 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

How many are dead it will take several 
days to fully determine, but that it is | 
a long and shocking list it is certain. It 
may reach 200 or more. 

It was nearly an hour after the ex- 
plosion before any general knowledge 
of what had happened. got abroad. Men 
who escaped with their lives told the 
terrible news and soon it spread like wild- 
fire all over the city. 

In scores of homes there were the 
most pathetic scenes. Mothers, wives, 
daughters, sons. and relatives were fran- 
tic with grief. Hundreds rushed -to the 
mine and with sobbing hearts awaited the 
awful news. 
RESCUERS DRIVEN BACK 

BY FRIGHTFUL DAMP 

At the opening across the river from 
the point the Cambria Iron Comapny’s 
police, with’ several assistants, stood 
guard, permitting no one to enter the 
mine, from which noxious gases were 
coming. 

It was nearly 4 o’clock when all hope 
of sending rescue parties from the West- 
mont opening was abandoned. Two men 
who had escaped from the mine—Rich- 
ard Bennett and John Meyers—went back 
2 miles to see what assistance could be 
rendered, but the frightful damp drove 
them back and they fell prostrate when 
they finally, after a desperate struggle, 
reached the outside. Two doctors gave 
the men assistance and, after working 
with them a half hour, restored them, 
Their story of the situation in the mine 
soon made it clear that the rescue work 
could not proceed from the Westmont 
opening, and hasty preparations were 
made to begin that task at the Mill 
creek entrance. 

Soon after the news of the explosion 
reached the Cambria offiaials, Mining 
Engineer M. G. Moore and one of his 
assistants, A. G. Prosser, made an at- 
tempt to énter the mine. They were fol- 
lowed by Mine Superintendent G. T. Rob- 
ingson, but the deadly gases stopped their 
progress and they were compelled to re- 
turn to the surface. 

PERISHED IN AN EFFORT 
TO RESCUE THE MINERS 

Mine Foreman H. Rodgers; his assis- 
tant, William Blanch, and Fire Bosses 
John Whitney, John Retallick and John 
Thomas, were overcome by the gases and 
it is feared they have perished in an he- 
roic effort to rescue the miners. A son 
of Harry Rodgers then tried to reach 
his father, but he was overcome by the 
deadly gases and was carried out uncon- 
scious. 

William Stibich spent several hours at 
the Mill creek opening. He said that he 
believed as many as 40 men were still 


in the mine. In his opinion, from all he 
could glean, not to exceed 150 men had 
come out 

About a score of American miners who 
were at work in the Klondike district 
noticed the presence of the fire damp in 
their apartments soon after the explosion 
occurred, and started at once for the 
main entrance. 

They were almost overcome by the dead- 
ly gas, but reached the outside world in 
safety. One of the men who got out safe- 
ly said it is not known what caused the 
explosion and that it will probably never 
be known, as he believed none of the 
men at work in the Klondike district 
‘could be saved. He also said that only a 
few days ago the officials issued an order 
to the employees in the mine not to play

OVER BODIES 


THEY WALK TO SAFETY 


OHNSTOWN, PA., July 10.—The ca- 
_J tastropne occurred in the section of 
the mine known among miners as 
“Klondike.”” The section is about a mile 
and 4 half from the main entrance of 
the rolling mill mine. 
The few survivors 
from the depths of the mine describe 
the condition to be frightful. Outside 
of the Klondike the mines are safe and 
uninjured. Within the fatal limits the 
havoc wrought by the explosion is fear- 
ful. Solid walls of masonry 3 feet in 
thickness were torn down as though 
made of paper. The roofs of the mine 
were demolished and not a door remains 
standing. In the face of these difficul- 
ties even the miost heroic efforts toward 
rescue seem hopeleas. 

Miners who left the mine by way of 
the mill creek entrance brought horrible 
stories of crawling over the dead bodies 
of their comrades. 

Two young men who were at work in 
the Klondike when the explosion occur- 
red escaped by way of the air shaft 
heading up through the Kernville hill 
from the mine. A fan house now out 
of use stands at the top of this air

| shaft. This way the young men, sick 
and dizzy from nauseous after damp, or 
black damp, reached safety. They told 
how they had walked across dead bodies 
to pure air and light. How many they did 
not know. 

The Gambria steel officials were not!- 
fied at once of the explosion. Chief Min- 
ing Engineer Moore and Assistant Pros- 
ser were the first to enter the mine after 
the explosion. They went in at the 
main enrtance and began to work their 
way to the other end. 

Both were supplied with safety lamps. 
The progress was slow and tedious be- 
cause of the poisonous gases. 

Richard and John Meyers were in the 
mine where the explosion took place, 
but managed to escape. About 2 o'clock 
they concluded to go back into the 
mine and brought back a report as to 
the situation. They went 2 miles inside 
and on the way saw the dead body of 
Eddie Yamanski at the first side track, 
about a mile from the explosion point. 

“The damp was fearful,”” said Mr. 
Bennett. ‘‘We had to turn back; we 
could go no further.”’

FALLS UNDER PONY’S HEELS

New York, July 10.—(Special.)—Little 
Ethel .Rooseyelt’s cool head saved her 
from what might easily have been a fa- 
tal accident in her ride with Archie, her 
prother, and a gir! friend today. 

The three, with Archie riding the fa- 
mous “calico” pony and wearing the 
smartest of riding boots, left Sagamore 
Hill shortly after 10 o'clock, They had 


not been gone many minutes before it 


When they had gone about 
9 miles Ethel’s saddle girth bégan to 
slip and the pony became restless. Sud- 
denly the saddle slipped right around, 
carrying Ethel with it and landing her 
in the middle of the road. The pony 
reared and was about to pitch forward, 
when Ethel cried out to him sharply and, 
recognizing the voice. of his mistress, the 
pony stood perfectly still while the little 
rider extricated her skirts from the stir- 
rup and sprang to her feet.

NEGRO HOLDS POLICE AT BAY 


Surrenders Only After Being Riddled 
with Buy 
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HE WAS ACCUSED OF MURDER 


Killed Norfolk Coroner—When Of- 
ficers Try Arrest He Uses Gun 
Until He Falls. 


Norfolk, Va., July 10.—(Special.)—After 
holding a cordon of officers at bay for 
over two hours, and nly after he had 
been riddled by bullets) a negro named 
Gray was arrested for the alleged mur- 
der of Dr, J. C. Batts, of this city. 

Dr. Batts was one of the city. coroners 
+here and was very prominent profession- 
ally and socially. He was called to the 
house’ of the negro to attend the wife of 
the latter. While there, it is caimed, he 
was shot and killed, without provocation, 
by the negro Gray. 

As soon as the facts of the tragedy be- 
came known the police surrounded Gray's 
home. Their appearance was greeted by 
a volley from the negro, who used a ten- 
bore duck gun. He was in a darkened 
room and refused to surrender to the of- 
ficers. He fired repeatedly aiid literally 
tore the walls to pieces befefe he fell. 

Not a poiceman was wounded in the 
battle, although several had narrow es- 
capes. When they finally made a rush 
| and succeeded in taking Gray his body 
was found to be riddled with the bullets 
from their revolvers. The negro was 
taken to St. Vincent’s hospital in a dying 
condition.

' Boston, Mass, July 10.—(Special.)—Much 
anxiety is expressed here over the non- 
arrival of the United States revenue cut- 
ter Gresham, having on board Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw and his family. 

The Gresham left New York early 
Tuesday evening and at the slowest kind 
of travel she would have arrived in Bos- 
ton within twenty-four hours. She is now 
(midnight) about forty hours overdue. 

The peculiar thing is that since leav- 
ing New York all trace of the Gresham 
has been lost. At none of the many 
marine observation stations scattered 
along Vineyard and Long Island sounds 
has the steamer been reported. A large 
accumulation of mail and telegrams is 
awaiting the secretary’s arrival, 

The government dispatch boat Dolphin 
will start on a searching expedition in 
the morning unless the Gresham arrives 
in port. The steamer Seabird, a smaller 
and slower boat than the Gresham,which 
left New York fifteen hours later, ar- 
rived here at 10 o’clock this evening. She 
reports that she has seen no trace of the 
Gresham at any point between this city 
and New York, 

Government officials are alarmed and a 
conference was held at the navy yard 
tonight between Admiral Johnson, the 
commandant and Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Darling. 


AFRO-AMERICANS IN A ROW. 


Storm Breaks as Result of Election 
of Officers. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 10.—A storm broke 
in the Afro-American council late today 
as the result of the election of officers, 
and for a time the scene on the floor of 
the convention was intensely exciting. 

The trouble is said to have been pre- 
cipitated by fear on the part of the ruling 
faction that the “insurgents” had be- 
come sufficiently strong to oust them 
from office. Yesterday a motion was made 
advancing the time for the election of 
Officers to 2 o'clock this afternoon. Many 
of the delegates, it is said, misunder- 
stood the change in the hour for the elée- 
tion and ag a consequence only about 
twenty were in attendance today when 
the report of the nominating committee, 
naming the officers selected by the ruling 
faction, was presented and adopted. 

Not until the time for the installation 
of the new officers arrived did the “in- 
surgents” gain a knowledge of the coup. 
Protests came from a large number of 
the delegates, among them several who 
had been included in the nominating 
committee’s report. As a consequence 
the officers could not be installed and the 
matter will be further discussed tomor- 
row.

Carbondale, Ill., July 10.—Another mid- 
night attack has been made at Eldorado, 
Salifie county, where severa days ago 4 
mob brokek up the Colored Normal and 
Industrial school and drove the teachers 
and students away, and caused over 
forty of the colored citizens to flee. The 
last attack was made upon the home of 
the Rev. Peter A. Green, who has been 
the pastor of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal church here for over a year, and 
whose reputation in the community is 
good. The mob stoned his house and 
fired several shots. The preacher return- 
ed the fire and it is believed at least one 
man was injured. The mob then dis-

Made by Dr. Conaty at 
Catholic Convention. 


RELIGION IS MINIMIZED 
IN EDUATIONAL SYSTEM 


And as a Result the Crimes of Edu- 
cated People Are on the In- 
crease—Religion Has Lost 
Hold on the People. 


Chicago, July 10.—The national confer- 
ence of representatives of Catholic col- 
leges concluded its sessions tonighe at 
Powers theater. Election of officers for 
the ensuing year resulted: 

President, the Rt. Rev. Thomas J. Con- 
aty, Washington, D. C. 

Secretary-treasurer, Dr. William lL. 
O’Hara, Emmettsburg, Md. 

It was decjded that the next. confer- 
ence be held in Philadelphia July 10 and 
ll, 1903, 

The feature of the final session was a 
striking address by Bishop Conaty, rec- 
tor of the Catholic university, Wash- 
ington, D. C. As the official] head of the 
Catholic educational system in America, 
as well as because of his polished elo- 
quence, Dr. Conaty was given eager at- 
tention. 


Dr. Conaty’s Address. 

He said, in part: 

“Fifty years ago it was declared that 
genéra! education would remedy all exist- 
ing evils and lessen, if not abolish, crime. 
In the world of science it was said that 
science fully developed would be the pan- 
acea for all suffering. If we examine 
results we will find neither promise ful- 
filled. Intellectual crime—if such a term 
may be used—has certainly increased. Re- 
finement in crime is in evidence on all 
sides. Where is the fault? I feel satis- 
fied that it must be placed to the credit 
of a one-sided education; the evil is 
in the divorce of education from posi- 
tive religion. Withdraw religion with its 
precepts as'an essential factor in edu- 
cation and you have as a result mental 
refinement without the balancing power 
of will and of heart. Religion in many 
systems of education has become a sort 
of elective study; it is optional—it forms 
no part of a prescribed course. As a 
result the youthful mind comes ‘to the 
conclusion that religion. is not so impor- 
tant. If religion enters at all into such 
systems of instruction, it ts largely as a 
Sunday garment, worn only on occasions, 
— necessary only at certain moments of 

fe. 


Crimes of the Educated.. 


“No man who values social improve- 
ment along religious lines can fail to 
be frightened at the results of our edu- 
cational efforts. Bank defalcationg, sen- 
ate briberies, postal frauds, stock gam- 
pling, divorce increase, stage indecencies, 
literary degeneracy—surely those are not 
the result of illiteracy; they are the 
crimes of educated people. The empty 
churches, about Which so much is writ- 
ten; the unchurched masses increasing 
so amazingly in our large centers, are 
the results of an education which has 
minimized religion as a teache? with -a 
message of salvation and has practically 
banished it from the school room,, Re- 
ligion evidently has lost its’ hold upon 
such people, and if we seek for reasons 
we certainly will find one in the fact 


that religion has not been made the |} 


warp and woof of the instruction neces- 
sary to devolp mind and heart in man- 
hood.”

AT EVERY STEP RESCUERS 
FIGHT THE DEADLY GASES 

Mining Engineer Moore and Superintend- 
ent George T. Robinson are at the head 
of a rescuing party from the Franklin 
slope and Conemaugh mine. They aré 
slowly working their way along toward 
the scene of the explosion, but must fignt 
the deadly gases every step of the way. 
Canvas screens are being used to wall 
all the side entrances and rooms, so as fo 
force a direct draft of air ahead of the 
rescuers. Engineer Prosser who, with 
Mr. Moore, entered the mine at the main 
opening, came to the surface at Mill creek 
and immediately set about securing men 
‘and material to aid in the rescue. It 
will be absolutely impossible.to state 
the loss of life until the rescuers reach 
the scene of disaster. 

H. Rodgers, the mine foreman; his as- 
sistant, William Blanch, with Fire Bosses 
John Whitney, John Thomas and John 
Retallick, were in the Klondike when the 
explosion took place, but started down 
& short time later. It is feared all have 
‘perished. Griffith Powell and Thomas 
Foster, two other fire bosses, carried Mr. 
Whitney 200 yards in the hope of saving 
his life, when they were compelled to 
drop their burdén and save themselves. 
Mr. Whitney was unconscious while being 
carried. 

HEROIC SON BRAVES DEATH 
SEARCHING FOR NIS FATHER 

The 15-year-old son of H. Rodgers, when 
he heard that his father had been over- 
come with after damp, started down to- 
ward the Klondike to help rescue him, if 
possible, and he had no sooner entered 
the drift when the deadly gas almost over- 
came the lad and he had to be carried 
back. His tongue protruded its whole 
length from his mouth and men had to 
force his jaws apart with a stick to pre- 
vent jockjaw. Young Rodgers, who is 
employed in the mine, was among those 
who escaped through the Mill creek shaft. 

Several miners have reached the surface 
who wére working near the scene of the 
explosion. They say they passed through 
a portion of the Klondike district and 
saw the bodies of at least fifty men. The 
“men who came out were foreigners and 
were in such an excited state that it 
was impossible to get a story from them. 
The mine has been open for about_fifty 
years and was producing about 3,000 tons 
per day. It is the property of the Cam- 
bria Steel Company, general offices in 
Philadelphia. 

At 10 o’clock tonight after damp had 
work of the rescue 
parties and the probabilities are that the 


miners wil] not be reached before tomor- 


row morning. 

The mining officials of the Cambria com- 
pany state the explosion was one of fire 
damp. 

STATEMENT IS MADE 
BY PRESIDENT OF MINE 

At midnight President Powell Stack- 
house gave out the following statement: 

“The disaster is an unusual one and 
eame on us entirely unexpected. The 
mine had been inspected only three days 
ago, and was pronounced in satisfactory 
condition. The cause is yet -indefinite, 
but I believe it was caused by gas es- 
caping from the fifth heading, which was 
closed, and was not being worked be- 
cause it contained gas. 

‘The number of casualties is now placed 
at 125. No list of the names of the dead 
miners can be given, for the majority 
of them were foreigners and were known 
only by check and not by name. The 
only way their names will ever be known 
if the bodies are not recovered in time 
for identification will be by their families 
sending their names to us.’’ 

The armory of company H, Fifth regi- 
ment, will be turned into a charnel house. 
Planks have been laid on chairs in the 


armory and the removal of bodies will 
begin at an early hour in the morning. 


The ambulances of all the uhdertakers 
in the city are at Mill] Creek in readi- 
ness to begin the transfer of bodies. 

The first four victims brought to the 
surface were William Robinson, who was 
unconscious when found; John Retallick, 
alive and conscious, and two unknown 
Slavs, both alive. but unconscious. 

Dr. John B. Lowman, who came up with 
the men, said he passed twenty-five dead 
bodies, some of them in sitting postures, 
GROPED THROUGH DARKNESS 

TO ESCAPE FROM MINE 

The mine in which the dreadful thing 
occurred is one of the largest coal mines 
in the United States, according to the 
statement of officials tonight. The min§

John Hewlet at the time of the acci-

“There were six of us together, and 
as soon as we heard the explosion we 
pulled up stakes and got out as quickly 
as possible. After the explosion we could 
not see our hands before us until we 
reached the main heading. It appeared 
to be a smoky, bad smelling substance, 
whether gas or damp I could not tell.’’ 

John Martin, Géorge Wallace, Patrick 
Muldoon and Joseph Cohegharki came 
out of the Mil] Creek openfng some time 
after the explosion. ‘‘We were all work- 
ing at what is called Goodys, 3 miles 
back,”’ said Martin. ‘‘We were beyond 
the point of the explosion about half a 
mile. At least 150 men were back of us. 
Thomas Wallace and his four’ ‘buddies’ 
were all that we saw who escaped from 
the point near the explosion.” 

John Whitney was beyond the “dip” 
where the explosion took place. ‘I was 


at the heading one-half mile from the ex- 
plosion,” said he. “Several dozen were 
overcome by the damp or gas and I had 
all I could do to escape. After the explo- 
sion we went back to rescue the less for- 
tunate and nearly lost our own lives.” 

“They are not all dead. We came 
across some of them alive,’’ stated Mr. 
Taylor at 10:0 o’clock tonight, when 
he staggered out of the shaft at Mill 
Creek. Just how many, though, dead 
or alive he was unable to say. He had 
been down in the mine since 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon with the rescuing party. 
The first victim brought to the surface 
was William Robertson, accompanied by 
Dr. John B, Lowman. 


APPALLING STORIES TOLD 
BY THE RESCUE PARTIES 


“We have four with us,’’ said the doc- 
tor. ‘‘Robinson ig in the worst shape. 
He is unconscious and badly hurt. We 
passed 25 bodies while getffng thee four 
while ive. We counted them as we 
went along. They were laying in all 
kinds of positions. One man was sitting 
leaning against a door not far fom Rob- 
ertson just where he had been thrown 
by the force of the explosion. Froth was 
running from his mouth and he had un- 
doubtedly died in great agony. Others 
were partly standing, partly reclining. 
They were in heaps and singly. The par- 
ty with us has not reached the actual 
scene of the expfdsion and the work of 
bringing out the poor fellows ought to 
progress rapidly from now on. 

It was nearly 12 o’'tlock before the first 
four live men and one corpse were 
brought u pand laid on mattresses, rugs 
and comforts on the ground. They were 
not left long outdoors, as it was too cold 
there, but were caried into. the boiler 
house near by, and the doctors went to 
work on them giving them restoratives 
and administering oxygen in the glare of 
the fires from the open furnaces, | 

At 12:15 a. m. this (Friday) morning 
General Manager More of the ‘mines, 
who, with Superintendent Robingon, had 
penetrated to a considérable distance in 
the Klondike, had reached a telephone 
station and notified men at tne main en- 
try that he had found thirty-three bodies 
up to that timé@, and had been only in 
the right rooms. From the brief report 
it was understs6d that Mr. Moore had 
gone as far as #e@ could without endan- 
gering his life from fire damp, and had 
decided: to go %% the Mill Creek entry 
from there without furth@r search. 

Further news came later that Mine Su- 
perintendent Robinson, who had gone into 
the mine with General Manager Moore, 
had been overcome with fire damp and 
was unable to talk. He had been car- 
ried to the Mill Oreek entrance. The 
mine employees stationed at the mine en- 
try stated that the fact that Mr. Moore 
had penetrated so far into the mines 
showed that the fire damp was clearing 
rapidly and that with every prospect of 
being entirely driven from the mine be- 
fore morning. 

EIGHT MEN ARE BURNED 
BY SHOWER OF HOT METAL 

Pittsburg. July 10.—Eight men were 
burned, one fatallv and eight seriously, 
at the Homestead steel works shortly af- 
ter noon today. Those seriously injured 
Michael Lavin, will die; Walter Reed, 
H. FE. Stevens, Albert Shorthill, J. Sulli- 
van, George Anderson, Thomas McEl- 
way, Patrick Fallon. 

The accident occurred at Furnace No. 
40, in the Hearth mill, No. 3. The ladle 
filled with molten metal was being low- 
ered into the pit when the drum of the 
crane broke and the seething metal was 
thrown over the unfortunate men. A 
panic followed and the men rushed from 
the mill, many with their clothing 
burned. Fortunately the workmen had 
their backs to the ladle when it over- 
turned. This saved them from inhaling 
the flames, which would have been al- 
most certain death.

Secretary Root Thinks Holy 
+. See: Has Dodged Main 
Feature of Case. 


UNITED STATES IS BENT 
--* ON REMOVAL OF FRIARS 


Contention of the Vatican That It 
Cannot Order the Friars Away 
Because. of Paris Treaty 
Is Not Very Well 
Founded. 


Washington, July 10.—A cablegram has 
been received by the war department from 
Governor Taft transmitting the reply of 
the vatican to the proposals of the United 


States. 

The abstract cabled to the Associated 
Press last night from Rome contains all 
the essential] features. 

Secretary Root will. take a copy of the 
vatican’s reply to Oyster Bay and sub- 
mit it to the president before making any 
definite reply. The secretary says it is a 
plain business proposition, which is un- 
der negotiation, based entirely upon the 
instructions given to Governor Taft be- 
fore his departure to Rome. In those in- 
structions regarding the removal of the 
friars, the secretary said: 

“It is not, however, deemed to be for 
the interests of the people of the Phil- 
ippine islands that, in thus transforming 
wholly unproductive tracts of land into 
money capable of productive investment, 
a fund should be created to be used for 
the attempted restoration of the friars 
to the parishes from which they are now 
separated, with the consequent disturbd- 
ance of law and order.’”’ 

This particular feature of the instruc- 
tions is considered important in view of 
the differences reported from Rome, and 
it is understood that this wil] be kept 
fully in ming and adhered to in any ne- 
gotiation that is completed with the vati- 
can. The removal of the friars is the 
main object of the negotiations, and it is 
not believed that the contention of the 
vatican that it cannot order the friars 
away because of the conflict with the 
Paris treaty is well founded. 

Taft Will Not Talk.

Morgan went to London last night, the 
bourse, the clubs, the banks, the cham- 
ber of deputies, the senate, the fashion- 
able restaurants—every place where men 
of money and those desirous of having 
it congregate—still resounded with the 
name of the American financier. 

The sauce of the fresh outburst Is the 
belief that Mr. Morgan is planning a 
financial scheme more far-reaching than 
anything he has yet achieved.

Morgan has so far outdistanced the 
Rothchilds that the latter are no longer 
in the running when it comes to a ques- 
tion of financing.

Bitter Attack by Dillon on

London, July 10.—The vote on the Irish 
estimates in the house of commons today 
furnished the nationalists with an oppor- 
tunity for a stirring attack on British 
administration in Ireland, and the “ne- 
farious operations’ of the Irish constab- 
ulary, which body of men John Dillon 
declared was maintained not to prevent 
crime, nut to create it. Mr. Dillon speci-

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MYSTERY ABOUT THE FEES 
OF M’KINLEY’S DOCTORS 


Washington, July 10.—(Special.)—There 
appears to,be an unnecessary amount of 
official mystery surrounding the payment 
ef the surgeons who attended the late 
‘President McKinley. In the closing 
hours of the recent session of congress 
a provision was inserted in the general 
deficiency bill appropriating $45,000 to 
compensate the McKinley doctors. 

It was generalty understood imme- 
diately after the death of President Mc- 
Kinley that congress would be asked to 
compensate the doctors who attended the 
murdered president. Not a word of pro- 
test went up from the general public 
against such a proposition, for the gov- 
ernment had already set a precedent af- 
ter Lincoln and Garfield were assassi- 
nated.

Under the circumstances it is not easy 
to account for the profound — secrecy 
which has attended every step that has 
so far been taken to secure the $45,000 
so readily apprepriated by congress. All 
efforts to ascertain how the money is 
to be divided and how much the various 
doctors are to receive are met with a 
mysterious shake of the head and the 
vague statement that nothing is to be 
said on the subject at present. It is an 
open secret that the trustees of the Me- 
Kinley estate, Senator Hanna, Secretary 
Cortelyou and Judge Day, former secre- 
tary of state, agreed that a liberal com- 
pensation should be paid the doctors who 
attended President McKinley. That con- 
clusion was reached notwithstanding a 
majority, {f not all, of the surgeons in 
attendance publicly announced that they 
had no intention of making any claim 
either upon the McKinley -estate or the 
government for services rendered at Buf- 
fala, 

The trustees, however, concluded that a 
reasonable allowance should be paid to 
the doctors, and after much correspond- 
ence and consultation with those inter- 
ested Senator Allison, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations in the sen- 
ate, was selected to introduce an amend- 


ment to the deficiency bill appropriating. 


$45,000. A provision was inserted exclud- 
ing Dr. Rixey, of the navy, and the two 
army surgeons who assisted the corps 
of civilian surgeons and attendants. The 
names of the doctors were not included 
in the bill, nor’'is there any official rec- 
ord obtainable as to how many doctors 
are to be paid or the amounts they are 
to receive respectively. There was not 
one word of debate on the subject in 
the senate, and even ‘‘Uncle Joe’’ Cannon 
in the house moved a concurrence with- 
out asking for or volunteering any ex- 
planation of the item. 

According to the last official bulletin 
issued just after the death of President 
McKinley the following doctors were in 
attendance: Harvey D. Gaylord, Her- 
man G. Matzinger, Matthew D. Mann, 
Herman Mynter, Roswell Park, Eugene 
Wadsden, Charles G. Stockton, Edward 
G. Janeway, W. W. Johnson, Charles 
Cary, Hermanus L. Baer; also T. M. 
Rixey, United States navy: William F. 
Kendal, United States army, and Edward 
L. Munson, United States army. 

The law provides that the secretary of 
the treasury shall disburse the $45,000 
thus appropriated after the claims for 
services have been filed and approved. 
The claimants are allowed two months 
from the passage of the act in which 
these claims may be filed. If none are 
presented the money will be covered back 
into the treasury aS unexpended. At the 
treasury department no traces of any 
claims on account of medical services or 
attendance in connection with the late 
President McKinley can be located. The 
files of the department do not, at this 
writing, disclose any information what- 
ever bearing upon this subject. Officiais 
who usually are called upon to supply 
eongress with information bearing upon 


the appropriation of public money con- 
fess to having some unofficial knowledge 
on the subject, but there is no official 
data at hand to show that any treasury 
estimate was submitted in behalf of the 
doctors. The trustees of the McKinley 
estate and otaer officials who assisted in 
securing this legislatiOn simply decline 
to discuss this subject or any of its de- 
tails.

Some of the Railroads Announce

Chicago, July 10.—Business men of the 
city took an active part in attempting to 
settle the strike of the freight handlers 
today, and at midnight, although noth- 
ing had been definitely settled, some Iit- 
tle progress had been made. 

An agreethent was secured from the 
Freight Handlers’ Union that the organi- 
zation would abide by the decision of the 
Chicago Board of Arbitration, if that or- 
ganization could arrange meetings with 
the general managers of the railroads and 
secure their consent also to arbitration. 

At midnight the request for arbitration 
had not been submitted to the railroads, 
and it is not likkely that such action 
will be taken before tomorrow morning. 
There is grave doubt that the proposi- 
tion will be favorably received by the 
railroads. General Manager Hitt, of the 
Rock Island, and General Manager Bar- 
rett, of the Alton, said tonight they had 
not been requested to arbitrate and did 
not see what there was to arbitrate. The 
general manager of another large western 
road s2id that while he did not care to 
be quoted personally, he was confident 
that no proposition for arbitration would 
be entertained by his road. 

Why Strikers Are Hopeful. 

The strikers are basing their hopes of 
success on the sympathetic strike of the 
teamsters. It is generally conceded that 
the freight hagdlers have but a small 
chance to win, unless they have the sup- 
port of the Teamsters’ Union. If they 
secure this there is every probability of 
serious trouble before the matter ig set- 
tled. The officers of the Teamsters’ Un- 
ion profess to be oppdésed to any strike. 
but they say that the desire to strike is 
strong among their men. The officers are 
fearful that they will not be able to hold 
the men in line. 

The determination of the businesg men 
of Chicago to endeavor to secure a set- 
tlement of the strike by arbitration was 
made known today, when it was certain 
that the freight handlers would not agree 
to the terms of the roads submitted the 
night before, and when symptoms of un- 
rest appeared among the members of the 
Teamsters’ Union. Nearly 4,000 of the 
latter refused to go on with their work 
when they heard that the freight handlers 
had decided to continue the fight. A re- 
fusal of these men to carry out their con- 
tracts, made but a few weks ago, at the 
termination of their strike, wouldd mean 
heavy loss to the business interests of the 
city, and it was determined at once to 
enlist the services of the Chicago Board 
of Arbitration, an organization which has 
among its members some of the most 
prominent business men in Chicago. It 
was evident fo the business men that un- 
less some truce-could be made almost 
complete stagnation of the business inter- 
ests of the city would follow, and the 
board of arbf#tration at once offered its 
services. 

The railroads claimed they were in bet- 
ter shape today than yesterday, and 
while they were not handling more 
freight they were handling what they 
had in better shape. The announcement 
made yesterday that such strikers as ap- 
plied for their positions by noon today 
would be taken back resulted in a num- 
ber of men returning to their places. 


Two Roads Yield.

“We have. reached an agreement with 
the men, but it is not certain that any 
great number of them will be back. The 
strike fever is strong among them and 
while they are satisfied individually there 
may be sufficient pressure brought upon 
them from outside to prevent their re- 
turn,’ 

At a meeting of the teamsters tonight 
1.500 members of the union were present. 
No action toward a sympathetic strike 
in favor of the striking freight handlers 
was taken and matters were left as they 
existed before the meeting was called. 

The gathering was stormy and there 
was an overwhelming sentiment among 
the men in favor of a strike. 
cia] declaration to this effect was pre- 
vented by the officers of the union. While 
there will be no action by the teamsters 
as a body, it is likely that the men 
individually wills refuse to take freight 
to the freight hou#s when requested not 
to do so by the pickets of the freight 
handlers. While the union will not aid 
the freight handlers, the members of 
the union say without hesitation that 
they will do as they choose, 

Strike Failed To Materialize.

ABLAZE WITH COSTLY GEMS _ 
WAS CORONATION BAZAAR 


London, July -10.—The coronation ba- 
zaar, which is probably the biggest af- 
fair of its kind ever held and an organi- 
zation which was chiefly due to the en- 
ergy of Mrs. Cornelius Admire, Mrs. Jo- 
seph Choate and other prominent Ameri- 
cans, was opened by Queen Alexandra 
this afternoon. The bazaar was held in 
a temporary structyre covering 150,000 
square feet in the Botanical gardens, Re- 
gents park. It was in aid of the hospital 
for sick children. Over 5,000 tickets at 
a guinea each were sold in advance. A 
bank has been established on the ground, 
dinners were arranged by Ritz at 2 gui- 
neas per meal without wine, and alto- 
gether every facility was offered to 
those desiring to spend money. 

One of the features of the affair was 
to have been the raffling of a number 
of motor cars, pianos an various articles 
of jewelry. For these tickets to the 
value of thousands of pounds had already 
been sold, but the police intervened. In 
the house of commons. yesterday . the 
home secretary, Mr. Ritchie, announced 
that the proposed raffles were a viola- 
tion of the-law and that they would not 
be permitted. ‘ 

The queen, in semi-state, with an escort 
of the life guards and accompanied by 
several members of the royal family, 
drove up to Regents park at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

The Indian princes, the colonia! pre- 
miers, almost all the members of the dip- 
lomatic corps, many of the miners and 
representatives of the nobility were as- 
sembled on a dias, from which, amid a 
fanfare of trumpets, the queen declared 
the bazaar opened. 

An inspection of the ,stalls, of which 
there were nearly forty, was then com- 


a 


menced. At-each stall her majesty was 
received by the ladies who organized it. 

At the American court Mrs. Choate and 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid accompanied the 
queen on her tour of inspection. The 
American court consisted of eight elabo- 
rate stalls. Consuelo, duchess of Marl- 
borough, watched over the embroideries 
and American, books; Mrs. Bradly Mar- 
tin supervised American preserved fruits; 
Mrs. Eaton had charge of the candies, 
Mrs. Ronalds presided at the American 
bar, the countess of Oxford (who was 
Miss Corbin, of New York), and Mrs. 
Ralph Vivian sold parasols and fans. 
Cora, countess of Strafford, had old sil- 
ver for sale, and Mrs. Arthur Paget dis- 
posed of jewelry. The last named lady’s 
stall was one of the chief features of 
the show. Its contents were valued at 
£3,080,000. , 

Many splendid jewels were lent for ex- 
hibition purposes, especially by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, though purchases could be 
made from £1 to £10,000. The latter price 
was asked for the De Beers 207 carat 
diamond shown at the Buffalo exhibition 
and for the great southern cross pearl, 

In addition to these was the stall of 
works of art ard fancy articleg, at which 
Mrs. Choate and Mrs. Reid and the ladies 
of the American embsasies presided.

This Elective Method Is Qr- 
dered by Democratic Execu- 
tive Committe of Alabama. 


ONLY bY HARROW MARGIN 
IS THE RESULT REACHED 


Committee of One from Each Con- 
gressional District and One from 
State at Large with Chairman 
Lowe Will Dra‘t Pri- 
mary Plans. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 10.—(Spectal.)— f 


The. democratic executive committee to- 
night ordered a general democratic pri- 
mary for the whole state for the nomi- 
nation of a state ticket. The result was 
reached by the narrow majority of 15 
to 12 at the end of a long and good 
tempered discussion marked by a series 
of the most brilliant speeches ever deliv- 
ered before the committee. 

Twenty-nine of the thirty-six members 
were present, but Mr. Gorman was ¢call- 
ed away by a telegram announcing that 
his brother was dying in Atlanta. He 
was for a primary and paired with John 
V. Smith, who did not vote, but was 
earnestly for a convention. 

The question was promptly gotten be- 
fore the body by two resolutions, one 
for a convention and the other for a 
primary. Mr. Mallory, of Dallas, led off 
wh a speech for a convention, followed 
by Mr. Whitson, of Talladega, for a pri- 
mary. 

Other speeches for a convention were 
by Mr. Stevens, of Mobile; Mr. Smith, of 
Greene; Mr. Lowe, of Jefferson. who Is 
chairman; Mr. Mullins, of Chilton, and 
Mr. Sanders, of Limestone. Other speak-s 
ers fur a primary were Mr. Hall, of 
Blount; Mr. Oneal, of Lauderdale: Mr. 
Samford. of Pike, and Mr. Heflin, of 
Chambers, 

The convention advocates rested their 
case almost wholly upon the lack of au- 
thority in the committee. Mr. Lowe asked 
as a last resort and an 
adjournment to a later date to find out 
whether it is a fact that the voters want 
a primary. 

Real Question at Issue. 

The real question at issue, the promi- 
nence of a white man in the black beit 
Over the man in the white county result- 
ing from the basis of representation in a 
convention, was handled rather delicate- 
ly until Mr. Samford, of Pike, went bold- 
ly into it and evoked the only real en- 


thusiasm of the day. All the speakers al- 


jJuded_ to the threats of bolting which 


have been so freely made if a conven- 
tion was considered. The convention ad- 
vocates were all defiant toward a possi- 
ble revolt, while the primary men frank- 
ly admitted their belief, that a conven- 
tion meant defeat at the general election 
in November. 

The chair was instructed to appoint a 
committee of one from each congression- 
al district and one from the state at 
large, with Chairman Lowe to draft the 
details of the primary plan and report 
to the full committee tomorrow. Gov- 
ernor Jelks was exceedingly active in 
bringing about fhe result, and every man 
but one on thé committee with whom 
he had any especial pull voted for a 
primary. 

The split in the democratic party of 
Elmore county was today settled by both 
the rival committees getting out of the 
way and turning things over to ten men 
as a central committee on whom both 


 exnibina agree. The settlement was rati- 


fied by the state conimittee.

opened and canvassed by the state com- 
mittee: and for restrictions of the right 
to vote to regular democrats or where a 
man of doubtful record applies then a 
specific pledge to support the nominee 
to be required. 

The various candidates are asking that 
the state committee protect them in 
the matter of expense by fixing the as- 
sessment for gétting on the official bal- 
lot. 

A current report is abroad that the 
primary will be fixed for the earliest 
possible date, the 18th of August being 
mentioned. It is hardly doubted that a 
convention will be ordered to follow the 
primary to proclaim the result, promul- 
gate a platform and elect a new execu- 
tie committee. 

About midnight the report got abroad 
that an effort will be made to reconsider 
the vote ordering a primary. It its the 
talk that absent members known to favor 
a convention have been given an urgency 
call and there is a play for delay in the 
proceedings. The sub-committee made 
little progress on the plan and there is 
a general feeling of uneasiness that the 
committee may go to pieces on the de- 
tails and failing to reach an agreement, 
go back to a convention as the ony way 


out.

NO SETTLEMENT 
OF COAL STRIKE 


Miners and Operators in Bir- 
mingham District Are 
Still Widely Apart. 


THE SCALE AGREED UPON 
IS REJECTED BY 115 TO 43 


Business Begins To Feel Suspension. 
Many Believe the End Will Not 
Come Until After United 
Mine Workers’ Meeting 
on July 17. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 10.—(Spectal.j— 
The coal miners’ strike is not settled, 
and from the best information obtainable 
a settlement is further off than it was 
a week ago. The scale agreed upon by 
the operators and miners’ committee, 
which was submitted to the several 
camps for adoption or rejection, was 
rejected by a vote of 115 to 43. 

The convention is sitting behind closed 
doors and the members of the conven- 
tion will give out nothing. The coal op- 
erators’ committee met in their head- 
quarters and waited patiently for a long 
time for a -communication from the 
miners, but no report ever came. 

The operators have nothing to say and 
will not express an opinion as to the 
outcome of it all. The miners, it is said, 
had quite a wordy war in convention 
with the subcommittee appointed by the 
convention to represent their interest in 
the conference with the operators. The 
discussion became heated, the anti-rati- 
ficationists becoming aggressive. The 
scale agreed upon by the operators will 
not be adopted and it is possible a new 
scale may be made by the miners to be 
presented to the operators for adop- 
tion, 

The outlook for a settlement soon fs 
not very encouraging. Business !s begin- 
ning to feel the effects of the suspension. 
It is believed by some in position to 
know that no settlement will be -made 
until after the meeting called by Prest- 
dent Mitchell on the 17th of the United 
Mine Workers of America.

COMPLICATIONS ARE TO ARISE 


A Change in Railroad Commission 
Selection One Question Now 
Being Agitated. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 10.—(Special.)— 
The political outlook in Alabama for & 
troublesome campaign this fall is very 


flattering. Many complications are sure | 


to arise. 

The question now being agitated by the 
board of trade for a change in the selec- 
tion of the railroad commission and giv- 
ing it. more power by the legislature 
originated here. It has perfected an or- 
ganization all over the state and will 
make a vigorous fight for members of 
the legislature who are to be committed 
to the change in advance before they 
can have the support of the bog of 
trade. This seefs to be the sine q@: non 
of the board of trade so far as qualifica- 
tions go. This movement will be fought 
by the railroads from start to finish, as 
forecasted by Cofonel J. M. Falkner, of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
given in an inte¥view here, in which he 
speaks in no uncertain way that the 
railroads will make a strong fight to 
have the commission remain as it is. 

Colonel Falkner says, among other 
things, “that the Louisville and Nagh- 
ville will fight this movement with all 
the weapons that are recognized as fair 
in politica] contention. We come out in 
the open fleld. We know that the issue 
is with the people of Alabama and we 
are not afraid of their decision. From 
years of experience and observation, I 
Say that the people will always do right 
when they are fully informed, 

“The claim is made that the election 
of the commission by popular vote will 
remove the commission from the sphere 
of political influence. The contrary is 
the truth. The commission would be the 
hope of every demagogue who can shout. 
At present the commission is named by 
the governor and confirmed by the sen- 
ate. Ig it not fair to say, then, that 
the people through their representatives 
select the commfssicn? 

‘“‘Another charge is made that the com- 
mission has no powers. I say deliberate’g 
that it has power enough to bankrupt 
every railroad in Alabama in six months. 

“I am free to say that the leaders in 
this movement for popular election of the 
commission are ‘sore heads.’ They do not 
represent the people. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the prices of commodities 
are higher perhaps than ever before in 
the history of the country, the freight 
rates are lower. Suppose the freights 
are reduced further, do you believe the 
consumer would get the benefits? I 
think it would go into other people’ 
pockets.”’

He should 
have known, and doubtless did, when 
he penned his quoted criticism that 
The Constitution was not lauding the 
romanticism of southern history and 
tradition as the summum bonum of 
southern thought and objectives. Nor 
do we yet feel convinced by his off- 
hand shooting that Mr. Watterson 
would wipe out, if he could, the halo 
of legend and lustic living that glori- 
fies the old south. All the world 
knows that “Southernism” has been a 
distinct and reputable cult since the 
south Atlantic shores were settled and 
no present day pooh-poohing can 
evade the fact or destroy the records 
of it that have become imperishable 
history. 
Mr. Watterson is clearly mistaken 
when he says that “Southernism that 
counts is not concerned about differen- 
tiating itself as Southernism.” If he 
will visit our southern universities, 
colleges, high schools and _ rural 
schools at commencement and “exhi- 
bition” times, he will get that notion 
knocked into a cocked hat in a jiffy. 
He will hear laudations of the old spir- 
it of Southernism and appeals for its 
culture and dominion in southern life 
today that will make our scant praise 
like sillibub indeed. The’ country 
school children yet recite every Fri- 
day the eulogies of the south by 
Prentiss, Foote, Soule, Lamar, 
Toombs, Hill and Haynes. The faith 
that the world has no better continent 
than North America, the continent no 
better nation than the United States 
and the United States no better people 
than the southerners is being wrought 
daily into the millions of our children, 
becoming a part of their blood, their 
faith and their patriotism. 

There will always be a difference 
between Southernism and American- 
ism—as much so as between New Eng- 
land puritanism and Americanism. 
But that Southernism will always be, 
we trust, as it is todav—the purest 
strain of patriotism and the surest re- 
liance and support of true American- 
ism! 


Mee 
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Make the Remedy Plain. 

The political puzzle that millions of 
voters in this country would like to 
understand is why congress can legis- 
late to raise the prices of commodities 
and then cannot find any way to legis- 
late them down again when they have 
reached robbery figures? 

It is plain as a pikestaft to every- 
body that the tariff gives every Amer- 
ican producer a bounty to the extent 
of the cost of his goods plus the tariff 
added to the cost of foreign goods laid 
down in competition here -with the 
home product. That of itself is a 
great margin of legislated profit to the 
manufacturer out of the pockets of his 
customers. But the tariff also encour- 
ages the creation of the trust to mo- 


*nopolize a given product and thereby 


add other profits’ still. The result is 
that the American plain people—the 
consumers—are paying the largest 
unearned profits to the factors of this 
country that have ever been known 
before in the world’s commercial his- 
tory in normal, peaceful eras. 

The proposéd remedies of publicity 
and restraining legislation will: never 
be adequate to end the evils created 
by protection legislation and trust 
domination of congressional republi- 
can policies. The only sane and suffi- 
cient remedy is in the undoing of the 
injustices of the tariff and in the de- 
struction of trust monopolies by strik- 
ing from under them the special priv- 
ileges which are their support. 

The democratic congressional cam- 
paign of this year should be a vigorous 
and aggressive attack on those tariff 
schedules that are being used no 
longer to ward off impossible foreign 
competition, but to rob our own peéo- 
ple and build up enormous personal 
fortunes for favored classes and sec- 
tions. The way to kill the trust is to 
kill the special legislation which is 
the spinal cord of its life. The way 
to destroy the leather trust and get 
shoes at fair prices is to repeal the 
taxes on hides. The way to destroy 
the food trust is to repeal the food 
taxes and let the cattle and fresh 
meats of Canada, Mexico and South 
America come in to regulate prices 
to a living level. And so on to the end 
of the chapter! 

The managers of the democratic 
campaign should center their energies 
and means on making these facts plain 
to the voters from one end of the un- 
ion to the other. They are invincibly 
true and if properly preached will con- 
vert millions to the principles that sus- 
tain protection that protects and de- 
stroys protection that only plunders! 


Another Light That Fails. 

In The Atlantic Monthly for July is 
printed an article by Mr. Andrew 
Sledd, who is described by The Boston 
Transcript as “speaking with right and 
authority as a Southerner.” Barring 
the fact that The New York Sun and 
The Louisville Courier-Journal have 
united to declare that there js no such 
thing on land or sea as “a Southern- 
er,” we are of the opinion surely that 
Mr. Sledd is not it, at any rate. His 
discussion of the negro question is 
that of a hybrid and hypothetical some- 
thing. His view of the negro’s status 
is neither that common to the north 
nor that of the people at large in the 
south. 

However, we are noi .ttracted by 
Mr. Sledd’s ethnological assignment 
of the negro. Let him be the inferior 
race thag Sledd says he is, or let him 
be the ¥superior hi species as 


many 
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believe \hin 


‘to take it. 


The southern negro sisters has not 
to do with how God fashioned and 
classified him, nor why through all the 
ages he has, except-wnen nursed and 


| assisted by other races, kept himself 


on the lowest dead ve} of human 
inertia. We have to deal with him as 
he is today. progenitors had two 
hundred years of white ownership and 
supervision to make him a healthy, 
useful and contented hewer of wood 
and drawer of water. Since then he 
has had thirty-seven years of absolute 
freedom in which to show his capacity 
to take care of himself and prove his 
right to better things than he has as 
the results of his liberty. 

What complaint has the negro to 
make against the southern people 
that he could not have reme- 
died within forty-eight hours, in 
any instance, by taking a _ train 
to the elysian fields north of 
the Potomac and the Ohio? Migration 
from a land of oppression, cruelties 
and denials of human rights has al- 
ways been availabie to the negro 
since 1865. He has suffered from no 
embargo upon his movements in that 
behalf. 

He has not been denied the right to 
live and make himself a home in the 
south, as he has been recently in II- 
nois, and frequently in the past in 
other parts of the north. It will be re 
called that during the exodus of 
1878-7 the good people of Indiana and 
Kansas met trains of immigrant ne- 
groes with shotgun companies and re- 
fused to allow them to land in their 
towns and cities. 

He has not been denied work in the 
south and the wages that will justly 
measure his diligence and effective- 
ness. There is not a negro of sobriety 
and industry in the south today who 
cannot have profitable work if willing 
But they are mobbed and 
shot for seeking work in Illinois! 

And as for the complaint of Mr. 
Sledd and the Boston cult that the ne- 
gro must ride in second class cars and 
eat in negro restaurants, upart from 
the whites, we do not accept responsi. 
bility for those things. Any northern

(‘A HAN ABOUT TOWN 
AND HIS GOSSIP 


The Georgia end of one of Mont Pelee’s 
volcanic arteries has been found. 

At least, this is the opinion of some !n- 
telligent and well-informed persons, and 
tney may be right. 

Dr. Clarence McCalla, of this city, 
spent last Sunday in Rocw»uale unty, 
and while there he heard of a se tion- 
al freak of nature which is worth inves- 
tigating. 

Sunday before last five tremendous ¢x- 
plosions o¢curred, about 7 miles from 
Conyers, on the site of the old Kennedy 
cotton factory. The thunderous rep@#'ts 
were heard for several] miles, and the 
ground trembled and the windows of the 
farm houses rattled. 

The people of the neighborhood thougnt 
the matter of sufficient importance to 
justify a visit to the scene of the disturb- 
ance, and after a brief search they found 
the place tney. were looking for. 


In that locality, on a hillside between 
the Kennedy home place and Big Haynes 
creek, there is an extensive field of gran- 
ite, such as the travelers on the Georgia 
railroad see in the neighborhood of Li- 
thonia and Stone Mountain. 

When this immense bed of granite was 
examined it was discovered that the ex- 
plosions had cracked or fissured the sur- 
face, and fragments of granite had been 
hurled some distance. 

The cracks were 4 or 5 inches wide, and 
of unknown depth. There was no trace 
of powder or dynamite, and some of the 
visitors who were experts in blasting 
rock decided that the phenomenon was 
the result of one of nature’s occasional 
outbreaks. 

The explosions sounded like deafening 
claps of thunder. They left no sulphurous 
odor—nothing ercept the shattered rock 
which had been there, a solid mass for 
thousands of years. se 


A few days ago a similar mystery was 
reported in The Constitution’s news col- 
umns from Alabama, but it was stated 
that the fissures were very long and 
deep, and emitted the fumes of sulphur, 
making the water in that locality unfit 
to drink. 

Rockdale county has some singular nat- 
ural curiosities. Years ago I saw, near 
Conyers, a large mass of granite, shaped 
liké a balloon, and so nicely balanced on 
its tip that, while a boy could easily 
sway it, the combined strength of a 
dozen men could not overturn it. The 
rock was the size of a small house and 
weighed many tons. I drew a sketch of 
it which was printed as a half page pic- 
ture in a leading New York daily. 

One morning, after a violent storm, the 
rock was found lying on the ground 
near its rough pedestal and the Rock- 
dale people felt that their county had 
lost one of the greatest natural wonders 
in Georgia. 

Mont Pelee is not too far away to 
make it unreasonable to suppose that it 
may cause sympathetic seismic:or vol- 
canic disturbances in tais region of our 
continent. 

About a century and a half ago earth- 
quake shocks were frequent on the New 
England coast. In the early part of the 
nineteenth century they were very vio- 
lent in the Mississippi vauey. Later, they 
were common in California, 

The best judges of such matters say 
that we have no good reason for feeling 
assured that any locality is exempt. An 
earthquake or a volcano may at any time 
make a wreck of any state in the union, 
Indeed, it is quite possible that the story 
of the ‘‘lost Atlantis’’ may be repeated, 
and centuries hence tthe scientists who 
gail over this submerged continent, may 
draw from the ocean all sorts of frag- 
ments, and they will wonder and specu- 
late about our civilization, our religion 
and our progress in science and art. 

Keep an eye on Mont Pelee. it may be 
on the eve of starting a branch of its 


business in Georgia.

A FIGHT WITH GOULD? 


What There Is Back of a Recent Tel- 
egraph Deal. 

Baltimore American: The gulf  be- 
tween A. J. Cassatt, representing the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and George J. 
Gould, of the Missour!l Pacific-Wabash- 
Western Union combination, grows 
broader. The ejectment of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company from the sys- 
tem of the Pennsylvania is but one step 
of many which that powerful corpora- 
tion will take to protect itself from the 
encroachment of the Gould interests. 

In connection with the course. which the 
New York Central wil] pursue it was 
stated a few years ago that both Mr. 
Vanderbilt and J. P. Morgan would stand 
by Mr. Cassatt and the Pennsylvania. 

This attitude has now taken a finan- 
cial turn, and the fight has extended to 
the banking interests. When the late 
George B. Roberts was president of the 
Pennsylvania A. J. Drexel became ijn- 
censed because Mr. Roberts decided to 
let a New York banking house sell some 
of the company’s bonds. The house of 
Drexel & Co. had, before that time, 
handled all of the Pennsylvania’s big 
financial business, but Mr. Roberts turn- 
ed it over to Speyer & Co. and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. 

But it happens that Harriman and 
Gould are closely associated with these 
two big banking houses, and the breach 
has grown 80 great between the Gould in+« 
terests and those of the Pennsylvania 
railroad that it is impossible for one set 
of bankers to serve both factions in the 
quarrel. 

J. P. Mergan and his friend, Mr. Van- 
derbilt, having espoused the cause of the 
Pennsylvama, it is but natural that 
President Cassatt should be most kindly 
disposed toward the Morgan banks, It is 
stated upon very good authority that 
hereafter all of the Pennsylvania’s big 
transactions will be financed by Drexel & 
Co. and the Morgan chain of banks, in- 
stead of by Speyer & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. 

A step of this sort is of sweeping iIn- 
fluence. It means, among other things, 
that Mr. Cassatt, Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Vanderbilt will leave no stone unturned 
to keep George Gould from having any 
representation in the Reading board, 


PRESIDENT EGAN IN WRECK. 


His Private Car Is Rammed by a 
Freight Train. 

Griffin, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Egan, of the Central railroad, nad 
a narrow escape from death in this city 
last night while his private car was 
switching in the yards.

It Is Probable That Some 2,000 Bar- 
rels Wil] Be Shipped from 
Waycross.

Waycross, Ga., July 10.—(Special. )—The 
pear crop in south Georgia is better this 
season than in several years past, and 
the fruit is bringing better prices than 


ever before. 

A representative from one of the north- 
ern commission houses has been in Way- 
cross for several days past, and has pur- 
chased almost all the pear crop in the 
county. He has also sent a buyer out 
to the smal] towns in the neighboring 
counties for the purpose of buying pears. 
In all probability 2,000 or more parrels will 
be shipped from Waycross this season. 

The icing of fruit and vegetable cars 

in Waycross from. Florida and midddie 
Georgia has assumed such propontions 
that it has become necessary for the ice 
factories here to arrange so that more 
ice can be supplied next spring and sum-~ 
mer. 
The capacity of the two ice factories 
here is nearly one hundred tons daily, 
and they begun this season with nearly 
4,000 tons of ice stored away in cold stor- 
age rooms.’ Besides the ice made daily at 
the factories, the cold storage rooms have 
been cleared for some time and for the 
past two or three weeks the factories 
have been unable to fill thejr orders.

The convention 
unanimously adopted resolutions calling 
upon the iegislative committee to secure 
an amendment to the constitution of the 
state whereby county officers will all be 
elected for terms of four years each. 

The entire morning's session was de- 
voted to the consideration and disposal 
of routine business. The meeting was 
held in the hal? of the house of represen- 
tatives at the capitol and was well at- 
tended despite the fact that a number 
of the members were compelled to re- 
turn home after the first session. Yester- 
day afternoon the members of the as- 
sociation were royally entertained at a 
barbecue given in their honor by the 
members from Fulton county at the Cold 
Springs ‘Cue Club grounds, near East 
Point.

Judge Hinton proposed Warm 
Springs and, in reply to anxious in- 
quiries from several members, he ex- 
plained that while the county in which 
the resort was located was nominally 
dry, still no one would be allowed to go 
thirsty {f wants were made known to the 
proper persons. 

Mr. Dampier invited the convention to 
Valdosta, but, owing to the fact that a 
meeting had already been held at that 
place, it was decided to go to Warm 
Springs. Wpon motion of Ordinary Wil- 
kinson, of Fulton, the next convention 
will be held the third Wednesday in 
July, 1903. Wiley Williams, former presi- 
dent of the association, was elected an 
honorary member. At the time of his 
election he was chief of police of the 
city of Columbus, but since then he has 
engaged in other business and, accord- 
ing to the constitution and by-laws of 
the organization, he was not eligible to 
membership. 

Appropriate resolutions touching the 
death of Sheriff John Hutchins, of Polk 
county, and Ordinary W. W. Rhodeg, of 
Jefferson county, were ordered prepared, 
and a special memorial committee was 
appointed to attend to such matters in 
future. The convention decided that 
whenever any member of the association 
dies the secretary, upon being notified, 
shall request the nearest members to 
attend the funeral. 

Before adjournment was taken it was 
agreed that the secretary be paid $50 a 
year for his services and the dues of 
the association were increased to make 
provision for this expenditure.

MRS. FELTON LECTURES 
ON GEORGIA WOMANHOOD 


Mrs. W. H. Felton delivered her new 
lecture on “Georgia Womanhood in War 
Times’’ last night at the St. James Meth- 
odist churéeh On Marietta street. The 
lecture was heard by a large audience 
and madé a most favorable impression, 
the audience manifesting much approba- 
tion and pleasure. 

A feature of the lecture was a vigorous 
denunciation of the Spanish-American 
war. Mrs. Felton roundly condemned 
methods employed in the war and de- 
clared that she believed few southern 
women, except those who had sons or 
other relatives in the army, felt any 
concern or interest in that conflict. 

“‘May God save us from any more such 
attempts at colonial extenston,’’ was the 
expression of her sentiment. ; 

Mrs. Felton denounced the water cure 
and General Jakie Smith's order to kill 
all of the little Filipinos. 

“IT am giad,” said she, ‘‘that southern 
women took no part in any such ware’ 

Mrs. Felton reviewed the several wars 
since the beginning of the career of the 
south and spoke of the part played by 
Georgia and southern women. She spoke 
enthusiastically of the valor, heroism, 
fidelity and Christian character of the 
southern woman and declared that there 
was never @ more loyal patriot in the 


Mn 


world’s history than she during the pe- 
riod when her fair land was rent with 
bloodshed, strife and turmoil. She re- 
ferred to the stirring epoch of the six- 
ties and paid eloquent and beautiful tri- 
bute to the loyalty and devotion of the 
southern woman to the cause of the con- 
federacy and to the men who wore the 
gray. A number of incidents, in which 
the work of the women was particular- 
ized, were related. 

The speaker paid tribute to another 
class of war time Georgia womanhood, 
to whom she said much credit is due— 
the colored woman. She spoke = touch- 
ingly of the old slave darkies and em- 
phasized their friendship and loyalty. She 
told of the old “mammy” who had be- 
longed to her own family, who had 
watched over and cared for her during 
infancy and childhood and who refused 
to leave the family home even after lib- 
erated from slavery. She stated that it 
made her heart ache to know that most 
of the old war time negroes have pass- 
ed away. 

The lecture was delivered in Mrs. Fel- 
ton’s characteristic and interesting style, 
and her praise of Georgia and southern 
women found a popular response in tite 
audience. It was given under the ay- 
spices of the Ladies’ Aid Society of the 
church and its object was for the benefit 
of the church afd parsonage The lec-

J. B. Lee Attacked by Restaurant 
Keeper on Walton 
Street.

MERCHANTS ENTER PROTEST. 


Appeal to Mayor To Have Obstruc- 
tion on Peters Street 
Removed. 

The merchants on Peterg street, be- 
tween Walker and McDaniel streets, are 
making complaint because of an obstruc- 
tion caused by the laying of double tracks 
by the street railway company on Peters 

street. 

In excavating the dirt was piled on the 
south side of the street about 6 feet in 
height and it is claimed it is almost im- 
possible for the business men to conduct 
their business satisfactorily. The work 
was started June 27, but before it was 
completed the workmen were removed by 
the commissioner of public works, it is 
said, to do patch work on another street. 
The work was resumed yesterday. 

The business men became indignant at 
the delay and through Attorney E. F. 
Childress petitioned Mayor Mims Wed- 
nesday for relief. Mr. Childress com- 
municated to the mayor the situatior. 
The mayor in turn asked for a report 
from the commissioner of public works 
and recommended that the matter be 
given immediate attention. 

Attorney Childress, in speaking of the 
matter, says he believes similar trouble 
can be avoided by placing in the city 
laws a provision attaching a condition to 
permits issued to street railway com- 
panies to tear up the streets. He says the 
permit should be granted on condition 
that the work be done in a limited time, 
diseretionary with the superintendent of 
public works. The penalty for failure to 
complete the work in that time, he states, 
should be a fine, to be doubleg each day 
over the time allotted,

COOLER WEATHER IS COMING. 


High Pressure Area That Has Caused 
the Hot Spell Has About 


Disappeared. 

Weather Observer Marbury was out of 
the city yesterday, but his first assist- 
ant, L. A. Judkins, said the area of 
high pressure on the south Atlantic 
coast, which has been a factor in pro- 
ducing the high temperatures, has prac- 
tically disgppeared, and a wave of high 
pressure is now advancing eastward from 
the Dakotas, which will tend to break, 
at least temporarily, the hot spell. 

So in all probability, beginning with to- 
day, the weather will, for a short time 
at least, be hore endurable, 

The present hot spell has lasted fifteen 
days and is the most protracted that At- 
lanta has had at this time of the year 
since 1890, when beginning on June 22, the 
city experienced a hot wave which-last- 
ed eighteen days. The average maxi- 
mum temperature of the present spell 
is 9%, while the average maximum tem- 
perature of the hot season In 1890 was % 

The breezes which were blowing yes- 
terday were much cooler than those 
which have been visiting Atlanta during 
the past two weeks, and it is the expec- 
tdtion that there will be still greater 
improvement in those that blow today. 

The maximum temperature registered 
yesterday was %.

The motion for a new trial for Millard 
Lee, condemned to death on the gallows 
for the murder of Miss Lilla May Sut- 
tles, is set for a hearing tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock before Judge John 5. 
Candler, of the criminal superior court. 
The hearing will be held in the office of 
Judge Cafidler in the Coca-cola building. 

Should Judge Candler decline to grant 
another hearing the case will be appeal- 
ed to the supreme court. Attorneys Ar- 
nold & Arnold, who represent ..e prison- 
er, intend to avall themselves of every 
opportunity to save their client from the 
noose and wil] contest every point In the 
case. They maintain that Lee is in- 
sane; that he was insane at the time of 
the killing and, therefore, should not be 
punished for killing Miss Suttles. 

At the .ecaring tomorrow the attorneys 
for Lee will claim that the verdict was 
contrary to the law and evidence in the 
case. They will also argue that Judge 
Candler made errors in his charge to the 
jury. 

The state will be represented by Solici- 
tor Charley Hill. The solicitor will con- 
tend that the tria] was perfectly fair and 
impartial that no errors were committed. 
Considerable law bearing on the different 
points will be submitted by both sides. 

The application. for a new trial in the 

case of Henry King, the negro convicted 
of killing Bailiff Ed Battle in the Pitts- 
burg riot, is also set for a hearing to- 
morrow.

RATHER ROUGH ON ROOSEVELT. 


Congressman McDermott Says the 
President Loves Notoriety. 
Jersey City, N. J., July 10.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Allan McDermott, who has 
just returned from Washington, is out 
in an interview in which he pays his re- 
spects to President Roosevelt in terms 
which cannot be regarded as uncertain in 


“thelr meaning. 


According to Mr. McDermott, who is re- 
garded as one of the ablest and most 
conservative men in the democratic par- 
ty of New Jersey, the keynote to the 
personality of the president is a love of 


notoriety. He says: 

“The one fact that has become all im- 
pressive upon a resident of Washington is 
that this land of the free and the home of 
the brave has a president who is ab- 
sorbed by a desire for notoriety. He has 
been photographed while walking, run- 
ning, on horseback, in civil and military 
costume, in tall, short and slouch hats, 
with his hands up, down and folded, 
with his mouth stern, relaxed, open, 
half open and shut—in short, in all atti- 
tudes and moods, 

“The advent of Roosevelt was a great 
thing for Washingten photographers. His 
like was never seen in the white house, 
where he yells, bawls and impresses the 
average visitor with the idea that the 

harge up San Juan Hill is yet flercely 
It is safe to say that if Mr. 

osevelt had won the civil war he posi- 

ely would have been unendurable. The 
truth is that our president is a gentle- 
man of very limited mental capacity, 
fond of skyrockets and attuned to the 
symphony of a brass band. Consider- 
ing the condition then and now to be 
found in the metropolis history will 
truthfuMy record that when he was 
ealled to Washington New York lost an 
officer peculiarly fitted to act as one of 
its police board.”’

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deduoe COLLEGE BOARD MEETS. 


Circular Addressed to Governors Re- 
garding the Militia. 

Washington, July 10—The war college 
board, consisting of Major General Young, 
Brigadier Genera] Carter and Brigadier 
General Bliss and Major Green, held its 
first meeting today: The session was 
preliminary to the organization of the 
college §roper. The subject of autumn 
maneuvers for the army 
to the board and a circular prepared 
which. has been addressed to all the gov- 
ernors of the states by Adjutant General 
Corbin in reference to the position of the 
militia in the proposed maneuvers. 

The circular is as follows: 

“The department contemplates having 
autumn maneuvers on the government 
reservation at Fort Riley, Kans., about 
the end of September. it is intended to 
bring together, if possible, not less than 
a division of nine regiments of infantry 
and as many more as can be induced ta 
participate from the various states. The 
cavalry and artillery contingents will be 
furnished by the regular army and not 
less than three regiments of infantry. 

“The secretary of war regrets that the 
legisiation Known as the Dick militia bill 
did not reach the senate’ in time for 
action before adjournment and the depart- 
ment will not be able this year to give 
that assistance to the militia regiments 
participating in the maneuvers which the 
secretary had hoped to extend; however, 
it is thought that the great good to come 
from such joint maneuvers may prove a 
sufficient inducement to the states, to 
have a portion of their organized militia 
mobilized aa that point instead of in their 
usual encampments. 

“The secretary of war desires to ex- 
tend the invitation to you to assign such 
portion of your troops as can be ar- 
ranged for, with the understanding that 
the United States cannot at the present 
time pay any of the expenses of the move- 
ment, but that the quartermasters, sub- 
sistence, medical and other staff depart- 
ments will be directed to furnish at the 
regulation price any subsistence or other 
articles which may be required. In case 
no organized bodies caa be designated to 
participate in the maneuvers the secre- 
tary would be pleased to have an officer 
detailed to attend the proposed eéxer- 
cises in the hope that s observation 
we! lead to increased interest hereaf-

WHEAT NOT UP TO AVERAGE. 


Farmers Are Urged, However, To 
Continue To Give Attention 
to Its Culture. 

In his monthly bulletin Commissioner 
of Agriculture O. B. Stevens, has tho 
following, among: other interesting mat- 
ters, on wheat growing: 

“The wheat crop for ttis year, owing, 
to several adverse causes well Known !o 
all the wheat growers of Georgia; did not 
come up to the average. But this partial 
failure should no More cause a diminu- 
tion in the area devoted to this valuable 
grain than’ an unfavorable season for 
corn or cotton should cavse a falling off 
in the acreage of those crops. 

“The same reasons which led to the 
great revival of wheat growing in Geor- 
gia in 1899 and 1900 still prevail. One of 
the chief arguments in favor of wheat 
growing, so persistently urged at the 
time, was that the negro farmer by tTea- 
son of his manner of Hfe can make a 
living for hig family at far less expense 
than is required by the white man, and 
hence can afford to sell his cotton at a 
lower price. 

“Therefore the competition between 
the white and black planter would prove 
disastrous to the former unless he could 
be self-supporting and have cotton fo 
his surplus money crop. , 

“A farmer's life should be one of finan- 
cial independence; but, unless he can live 
in the main at home on the fruits of his 
own industry and supply the market with 
those products that are ever in demand, 
he is in danger of ®ecoming a hewer of 
wood and drawer ef water to his nmiore 
enterprising neighbors. If he _ raises 
enough to liv? upon, he can hold his coz 
ton for good prices.”’

REPORTS OF GRAIN CROP 
SHOW AN IMPROVEMENT 


Washington, July 10.—Preliminary re- 
turns to the statistician of the department 
of agriculture on the acreage of the corn 


Planted indicate an increase of about 


3,520,000 acres, or 3.9 per cent on the area 
harvested last year. Of the twenty-five 
States and territories with 1,000,000 acres 
or upward in corn harvested last year, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Michigan report an 
increase of 1 per cent, Pennsylvania, In- 
diana, Virginia and Louisiana of 2 per 
cent, Georgia, Arkansas, Wisconsin and 
Missouri 3 per cent, Ohio, Illinois, Mis- 
sissippi and Indian Territory, 4 per ceat; 
Kansas, Kentucky and Tennessee, 5 per 
cent; North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina, 6 per cent; Texas, 7 per cent; Ala- 
bama, 8 per cent; Minnesota, 9 per cent, 
and South Dakota and Oklahoma, 11 per 
cent. The average condition of the grow- 
ing crop on July 1 was 87.5 as compared 
with 81.3 on July 1, 1901, 89.5 at.the cor- 
responding date in 1900 and a ten year 
average of 89.2. The condition in Illinois 
was 91; lowa, Nebraska and Indiana, 90; 
Kansas and Oklahoma, 99; Missouri, 102; 
in Ohio 87 and in Texas 41. 

The average condition of winter wheat 
improved during June nine-tenths of 1 
per cent, standing on July 1 at, 77, or 11.3 
points below the condition on July 1, 1901, 
3.8 points below that at the correspond- 
ing date in 1900 and 2.4 points below the 
ten year average. It fell off during the 
July 4 points in Kansas, 2 in California 
and Oklahoma and 1 in Illinois and im- 
proved during the same period 2 points 
in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 7 in Indiana, 
and Nebraska, 10 in Michigan and 3 in 
Missouri. Special field agents report a de- 
cline of 4 points in Indiana and Illinois 
since July 1. . 

The average condition of spring wheat 
declined 3 points during June, standing 
at 92.4 on July.1, as compared with 9.6 
on July 1, 1901, 55.2 at the corresponding 
date in 1900 and a:’ten-year average of 
85.8, The decline during June amounted 
to 5 points in Minnesota, 6 in South Da- 
kota, 8 in Iowa and 4 in Washington. On

The average condition uf winter rye is 
91.3 as compared with 93.6‘on July 1, 1901, 
89.6 at the corresponding date in 1900 and 
a ten-year average of 89.2. Each of the 
principal rye-producing states shows an 
improvement in condition during the 
past month. New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, two of the largest winter rye 
states, show conditions 4 and 7 points 
below their respective ten-year averages, 
and in Michigan the condition is 2 points 
above such average. 

The average condition of spring rye is 
89.3 as compared with 933 on July 1, 
1901, 69.7 at the corresponding date in 
1900 and a ten-year average of 87.9. 

The two leading spring rye. states, 
Wisconsin and Nebraska, report condi- 
tions 8 and 19 points above their respec-

The acreage of potatoes is 3.5 per cent, 
or about 100,000 acres, greater than that 
of last year. Of the 2 states and terri- 
tories reporting, 20 show increased and 8 
decreased acreages. The average condi- 
tion of potatoes on July 1 was 92.5 as 
compared with 87.4 on July 1, 1901, 91.3 
at the corresponding date in 1900 and a 
ten-year average of 92.3. 

Wisconsin. shows a condition 1 point 
above the ten-year average, Ohio 5, Iowa 
8. and Illinois 9, while New York, Min- 
nesota, Michigan and Pennsylvania show 
conditions 1, 3, 5 and 10 points, respec- 
tively, below such average. 

Reports on sweet potatoes are rather 
unfavorable, but two states showing con- 
ditions above their ten-year averages, 
and the majority to more important pro- 
ducing states show conditions consider- 
ably below such average.

tingemt, which is engrossed at this time with 
the conduct of the corner in July corn at 
Chicago. This operation looms big in financial 
affairs. The realizing in stocks, in spite of 
the clearing weather in the crop regions to- 
day, the continued heavy shipments of cur- 
rency to Chicago, the advancing rates for time 
money here, the selling of loan bills in the 
foreign exchange market which has averted 
gold exports, are al] attributed in some degree 
to the exigencies of the corn corner. There 
were no current transfers to Chicago through 
the subtreasury today, but $100,000 weni 
through that institution to New Orleans and 
it is estimated that -the express companies 
took another million and a half to Chicago 
today. The higher rates for time loans here 
encouraged further borrowing of foreign funds 
through the sterling market.

MANAGER FRANK MAY LOSE 
y “ASSOCIATION. FRANCHISE 


Chattanooga, .Tenn., July .10.—(Special.) 
The trouble over St. Vrain, the Tacoma 
player, who is being used by Memphis, 
has reached a crisis. At a meeting of the 
National Association of Minor League 
Clubs last Saturday night Manager 
Frank, of the Memphis club, was 
suspended for ten days and the club was 
fined $100. The league at the meeting 
Tuesday decided that all games in which 
St. Vrain had officiated should be given 
to the opposing club and declared the 
Memphis club could not play’ St.’ Vrain 
again. 

The following telegram has been re- 
ceived from Secretary Farrell, of the 
national board: 

“Auburn, N. Y., July 10.—Insubordina- 
tion proceedings are an entirely separate 
action from the decision awarding St. 
Vrain to Tacoma. The board.decided last 
October the matter of St. Vrain’s ser- 
vices and if Frank desires to apply for 
reopening of that October decision the 
application will be received and no doubt 
& personal appearance will be granted, if 
so desired, in the matter of insubordina- 
tion. It has never been denied that Frank 
attempted to and actually did defy and 


. did disobey orders to stop St. Vrain from 


playing. That case is closed. The penal- 
ty must stand. If Frank persists in de- 
fying the supreme governing power of 
his profession it is the board's intention 
to expel him forever. This is final. 
“J. H. FARRELL, Secretary.” 
A telegram to The Chattanooga Times

THE PUGILIST WAS SCRAPPY 


When John L. Hunted Trouble at 
Asheville Bar He Found It in 
South Carolinan’s Fist. 


Charleston, S. C., JuJy 10.—(Special.)— 
Hub H. Evans, a member of the state 
board of dispensary control, who had an 
altercation with Editor Blackman, of The 
Greenville News, because the latter had 
printed questionable articles about alleged 
dispensary mysteries, has the reputation 
of having knocked out John L, Sullivan 
in a bar at Asheville, N. C.

Trains Te Enter Birmingham in a 
Year’s Time. 


LEGAL FIGHT WON YESTERDAY 


<irst Vice President Talks Interest- 
ingly of the Work To Be Done. 
Transportation Club Holds 
Meeting Saturday—Other 
Railway News. 


“The Seaboard Air Line will be run- 
ning trains into Atlanta from Birming- 
ham in a year’s time,” said First Vice 
President and General Manager J. M.

Mr. Barr had just received advices from 
his representatives at Birmingham, tell- 
ing him that the Seaboard had won the 
legal fight for an entry into that city and 
he was feeling very good over the vic- 
tory.

From this it was thought 
that arrangements were being made to 
give the Seaboard trackage rights over 
the Western and Atlantic from Atlanta 
to Cartersville, the eastern terminus of 
the East and West. When questioned 
about this Vice President Barr replied: 

‘No, Major Thomas and I discussed oth- 
er matters. The Seaboard will not use 
the tracks of the Western and Atlantic, 
with the exception of the 3 miles now 
used by us between Howell and Atlanta. 
We will build our own line into the 
city before we begin the operation of 
trains.”’ 

Vice President Barr and General Road- 
master L. B. Parson left last night for 
Cartersville from which point they *will 
begin a careful inspection of the East 
and West with reference to the changes 
necessary for putting it fin condition to 
handle the heaviest traffic. 

The Seaboard’s Victory. 

The facts of the legal victory won 
by the Seaboard at Birmingham are told 
in the following special to The Consti- 
tution from that city: 

Birmingham, Ala., July 10.—(Special.)— 
The Seaboard Air Line has won its fight 
for an entry into this city and it is 
believed here that the work of con- 
struction will now go on without further 
hindrance from the courts. 3 

Chancellor Carmichael today handed 
down a decree in the injunction suit 
brought by the Birmingham Belt line to 
prevent the Seaboard from crossing: its 
tracks and from occupying certain streets 
of this city. 

While not dissolving the injunction tn 
full, as prayed for by the petitioner, Chan- 
cellor Carmichael so modifies it that the 
Seaboard can enter Birmingham without 
further hindrance providing an appeal is 
not taken, 

Both sides seem to be satisfied with the 
result of the litigation, each claiming 
to have gained essentially what was want- 
ed and at this time it looks as though 
an appeal will not be taken and the liti- 
gation will end. 

Under the decree the Birmingham Belt 
gains its contention for a space of 26 feet 
on the streets under dispute while the 
Seaboard gains the right to occupy Avenue 
A, as per the franchise granted by the 
mayor and board of aldermen and to 
lay one track on Thirty-second street 
and one on Tenth avenue, providing the 
lines shall not be within 13 feet of the 
Belt line. 

The practical result is to enable the 
Seaboard Air Line to enter Birmingham 
and this was the main desire. The decree 
provides for taking an appeal by com- 
plainant and fixes the appeal bond at 
$25,000 if the injunction is to be rein- 
stated and gives complainant until July 
21 to execute such bond. 

It is believed here that as both sides 
seem satisfied no appeal will be taken and 
the Seaboard Air Line will meet with no 


further trouble. ,

“1 took occasion to make some inquiries 
about tnis strange pliant. ‘the famous 
‘Kissing palm,’ or, as scienisuicaily desig- 
nated, the ‘palmetto osculari,’ and netre- 
tofore belleved by many to exist only asa 
mInyth, is one of the wonders of Wwashing- 
ton. ~That such gq belief should obtain, 
however, is not to be wondered at when 
the marvelous nature of tue botanical 
specimen its considered and its extreme 
rarity taken into account. 

“It igs to be seen at the department of 
agriculture. The palm derives its name 
and its scientific value from its wonderful 
influence over all persons who come with- 
in a given radius of it. 

“This influence, as powerful] as the 
strongest magnet, insinuating as a per- 
fume and as subtle as the very ether, is 
exerted upon any and al] and finds ex- 
pression in an irresistible impulse to in- 
dulge in kissing, and only by fleeing the 
presence of tne plant can the influence be 
thrown off. Young men and women, staid 
middle-aged persons, prosaic married 
couples and aged people, while in the pres- 
ence of the palm, have found themselves 
enthusiastically, rapturously, ecstatically 
kissing their companion of the opposite 
sex, and receiving in return lip imprints 
none the less saccharinely blissful. 

“The extraordinary character ,of the 
palm is only equaled by its scarcity. It 
could almost be said to be exunct were it 
not for tne fact that at no time in the 
world’s history ‘has it been other than very 
rare, and peruaps today the number of 
‘kissing palms’ in growth ts no smaller 
than for centuries. The existence of the 
Plant has long been a matter of dispute 
among botanists.

OF RECEIVER WOLFE 


Interesting Petition en Standard Tele- 
phone Receivership. 


PROTEST OF BONDHOLDERS 


They Claim He Is Interested in the 
Trustee Company as Well as the 
Construction Company Which 
Built the Plant. 


In a petition presented to Judge Don A. 
Pardee, of the United States circuit court, 
yesterday several of the bondholders of 

e Standard Telephone Company made 
ofpection to one of the receivers named 
fér the company afd to the manner of 
their appointment. 

The petitioners contend that the re- 
ceiver, O. C. Wolfe, of Philadelphia, 
should be removed and give as their 
grounds for this contention that he is con- 
nected with the trust company which 
holds the bonds of the Standard Tele- 
phone Company, and that he is also con- 
nected with the construction company 
that built the plant of the telephone com- 
pany, 

The bondholders contend that the com- 
pany which had in charge the construc- 
tion of the lines of the telephone company 
did not properly do the work and that 
the Standard Telephone Company had no 
right to issue bonds to the construction 
company until the plant of the telephone 
company was properly constructed. The 
construction company will be made party 
to the litigation. 

W. H. Patterson, A. B. Steele and W. 
S. Brown, bondholders, through their at- 
torneys, Judge H. E. W. Palmer. Ellis. 
Wimbish & Ellis and Walter Brown, filed 
the petition. 

It was on June 10 that the City Trust, 
Safe Deposit and Surety Company of 
Philadelphia filed in the United States 
court a bill to foreclose the mortgage 
against the Standard Telephone Com- 
pany. given to secure the bondholders the 
amount outstanding, which was alleged to 
be $550,000. It was held in this bill that 
the interest on these bonds, which 
amounted to $75,000, had not been paid 
and also that the value of the property 
was depreciating on account of the lack 
of proper attention. 

In the proceedings which followed, the 
appointment of a receiver was asked and 
the court appointed C. J. Simmons, of 
Atlanta, and O. C. Wolfe, of Philadeiphia, 
as receivers, :

He couldn't pay 
the fine, like many of his victims, and 
he went to the stockade or city chain- 
gang just as they have done. 

It was shown tn court that Pinion 
since his advent to Atlanta as a stool 
pigeon has slipped around town at night, 
afraid of everybody he met. One night 
about two weeks ago he rushed into the 
police barracks and exclaimed, as his 
face blanched with fear, ‘‘My God, help 
me! A mob its trying to kill me.’’ 

Wednesday nignt he imagined that all 
the boarders at his boarding house had 
made a plan to murder fim. He picked 
out the man who was selected to do 
the murder ,as he thought, and borrow- 
ed his knife so as to disarm him. When 
the man walked behind him to ask the 
return of the knife Pinion picked up a 
chair and came near killing the fellow. 

In court Pinion stated that things had 
gotten to such a pass that he had to 
protect himself. 

“They are hounding me down,” he ex- 
claimed, ‘‘and for weeks they have been 
trying to murder me just because I help- 
ed the police fo show them up.” 

“But you can’t go about’ knocking 
h down everybody you meet,’ the recorder 
told him. “I will fine you $10.75, and 
if your friends think you are crazy 
they can take out a writ of _lunacy.’
